MacF adden became editor of the 
Daily less than a year after the 
student movement in North Amer- 
ica, which would arouse so much 
paranoia in “establishment” circles 
over the next few years, was 
hatched in the Free Speech 
Movement at Berkeley. At the

Sir George representatives also 
agreed to join La Federation des 
Associations des Etudiants en 
Sciences Appliquées au Québec 
(FAESAQ), a federation of Quebec 
engineering students set up last 
year to discuss and promote their 
academic and professional inter- 
ests. Representatives of McGill, 
which already belongs to 
FAESAQ, have been urging Sir 


George engineers to join since the - 


federation was formed about a year 


ago, but it took a personal meeting 
between the presidents of the two 
universities’ engineering societies 
to bring about the decision. 

Originally, the Sir George stud- 
ents suggested holding a joint 
Engineering Week. It was decided, 
however, that it would be more 
practical to run separate activities, 
but to allow McGill students to 
attend some of the Sir George 
events and vice versa. No such 
co-operation existed previously. 

Details for Engineering Week 
are still being worked out. 





Conservative elements on cam- 
pus felt threatened by the changes 
that were taking place in Quebec 
and the rest of North America. 
They did not want the Students’ 
Society to affiliate with the new 

_ Union Generale des Etudiants du 
Quebec (UGEQ).

reverse Council's decisions and 
give the Daily the money it needs. 

Daily editor Joan Mandell said 
“the budget allotted to the Daily is 
inadequate for our needs; we will 
need more funds to continue to 
publish as we have done so far this 
year and in recent years." 

“More than 1,500 students signed 
the Daily petition in the three days 
it was distributed. The petition, 
which was presented to Students’ 
Society President Paul Drager, 
yesterday afternoon, includes 
motions to1) rescind the first Daily 
budget passed by Council, 2) 
defend the editorial integrity of the 
Daily, and 3) pass the budget 


originally proposed by the McGill.

Mandell described the results of 
the petition campaign as.“encour- 
aging; we received wide support 
from the student body and from 
students in all faculties; this shows 


that students are interested in a 


student newspaper free from the 
editorial interference of Council. 
We now urge all students to show 
their support again next week in 
the open meeting.” 

With the new budget passed by 


Council, the first resolution on the 


petition is no longer relevant and 
will probably not be discussed at 
the open meeting. 
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The budget passed this Wed- 


-nesday was a compromise among 
- members of the Council opposed to 


the budget proposed by the Daily. 
The first budget passed by Council, 
proposed by dentistry represent- 
ative Peter Currie, was an alterna- 
tive to the budget submitted by 
Finance Director Don Schreiber. 


Currie’s budget called for a 
Students’ Society subsidy to the 
Daily of $22,000. This subsidy was 
$21,907 less than what the Daily 
requested and $13,587 less than 
what Schreiber’s budget offered. 
The latest budget, proposed by 
External Vice-President Earle 
Taylor, was a compromise between 
those of Currie and Schreiber. 


Taylor's budget calls for a 
subsidy of $29,443; $7,445 more 
than Currie’s, but still $14,462 
below the Daily request. The 
increase was made possible by 
returning to the Daily part of the 
money for its “frills” including 
money for photography, travel, 


* meals, mailing, and the Daily's tele- - 


type. 

Most of the difference between 
Taylor's budget and the Daily 
request is in printing. Taylor's 
gives $12,332 less than the Daily 
asked for printing. 

Including the revenue for ad- 


vertising the Daily had proposed a: 


budget of $104,057 the bulk of 
which, about $74,000, .goes to 
paying the costs of having the Daily 
typeset and printed. 

The $12,332 cut from the 


printing costs will affect the 

number of pages the Daily can 

publish, if it maintains its present 

ad-to-news ratio.

four years later. “On the one hand, 
it was judged that positions the 
Daily took served ‘extreme’ polit- 
ical purposes, did not have the 


- support of the majority of the 


campus, and were wrong; on the 
other hand, the right of the Daily, 
paid for by all the students, to take 
any political positions was challen- 
ged. These two arguments may. or 
may not be separable; at any rate 
they were almost invariably used 
by the same people. The Daily 
countered, quite successfully, with 


-a freedom-of-the-press argument, 


or, in more sophisticated company, 
by talking about the need for a 
“counter-press.” 


Council fires editor 

In November 1966 Council, 
decided to take on the Daily again 
and fired the new’ editor, Sandy 
Gage, for printing an article that 
exposed an engineering professor 
for doing research for the Penta- 
gon, | 
~ While students were still sharply 
divided on the political issues 
involved, very few approved of the 
Council's action. In a pattern to be 
repeated several times in future 
crises, support for Council declined 
drastically, as students, fed up with 
the inaction of their elected 
representatives on important is- 


sues, mobilized in support of the | 


Daily. | 

Gage was reinstated after he was 
supported by successive open 
meetings and a Canadian Univer- 
sity Press commission. A month 
later, in a referendum called by 


* External Vice-President Arnie 


Aberman with the aim of getting 


~ McGill out of all outside organiza- 


tions, the students turned the 
tables and voted to join UGEQ. 
The next major confrontation 
came not with Council, but with the 
administration, which had hitherto 
allowed the students to squabble 
among themselves without inter- 
fering. Council had seemed ‘to be 
doing an efficient job of policing 
the situation for the administra- 
tion, and in the context of the 
struggle with the Quebec govern- 
‘ment over grants, aware adminis- 
trators saw affiliation with UGEQ 
as an advantage. | 
But, with the conservative stu- 


- dent forces in full retreat after the 
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Gage affair, the growing student 
movement at McGill was concen- 
trating all its energies on the 
administration, demanding a deci- 
sion-making role for students in 
university government. The stu- 
dent-power issue would later prove 
to be illusory, but in 1967 it 
polarized students and adminis- 
tration, neither of whom knew how 
co-optable many student ‘rep- 
resentatives” on university bodies 
would become. 


“Obscene libel” 
The administration found the 
Daily to be a thorn in its side, and 
the opportunity it seized to pluck it 


out had nothing to do with relevant: 


issues. Columnist John Fekete, an 
expert at then popular confronta- 
tion politics, had reprinted a Paul 
Krassner satire on William Man- 
chester's Death of a President, in 
which Lyndon Johnson was depic- 
ted as screwing Kennedy's corpse 
through the bullet hole in the neck. 
When the article appeared on 
November 3, 1967, it became the 
object of attacks by radio hotline 
host Pat Burns, and copies of the 
Daily were seized on campus. The 
next day, Principal Rocke Robert- 
son laid obscene libel charges

The administration's action an- 
gered students, including many 
who did not particularly like 
Fekete's article. Led by Students 
for a Democratic University, a 
“new left’ group, 750 students 
demonstrated outside the Admin- 
istration building, and 200 of them 
stayed for a sleep-in occupation. 
The occupation organizers pulled 
out most of their supporters the 
next day, after some adminis- 
tration concessions, but when some 
of the remaining students entered 
the principal's office the next night, 
the administration called the po- 
lice, whoarrested two students and 
beat several others. 
The affair became a drawn-out 


and messy business for the admin- 


istration, as Fekete unsuccessfully 
took McGill University to court, 
and the Board of Governors tried to 
challenge the financial structure of 


_the Students’ Society. Eventually, 


the “Daily three” received repri- 


mands and the sit-in students were: 
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succeeded in rendering vacant the position of Editor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily. 


* At an emotioncharged meeting in the Union © 
Ballroom Past night, # motion “that the Students" 
Council declare the office of editor of the McGill 
Daily vacant" was passed by a vote of 12 to 4 
with one abstention.

Students elect editor 

The Daily crisis of 1968 was only 
a minor one. There were still 
enough anti-Daily elements on 
council to force a deadlock on the 
choice of Allnutt's successor, and in 
September a referendum was held. 

The more progressive candidate, 
Mark Starowicz, now a CBC 
producer, defeated George Rad- 
wanski, now an associate editor of 
the Gazette, by 39 votes. Rad- 
wanski, an advocate of “respons- 
ible journalism,” would later write 
a book called No Mandate But 
Terror, which supported the gov- 
ernment’s line during the October 
crisis. 

The 1968-69 Daily was of a 
journalistic quality that has not 


been fully attained, before or since. 


Many of its staff went on to key 
positions in the professional media, 


and® in. December ! 1969 they 


founded the monthly newsmaga- 
zine’ Last Post. The Starowicz 
Daily naturally made itself unpop- 
ular with conservatives and with 
those who were made uncomfort- 
able by its searing critiques of “the 


“system” and of McGill's role in

That year was one of turmoil for 
McGill and Quebec, with a massive

With the landslide election of 
Julius Grey as Students’ Society 
president in 1969, a clique of liberal 
opportunists replaced the radicals,

Society. Editor-designate Mark 
Wilson had annoyed Grey and 
other councillors by supporting the 
McGill Francais demonstration, 
particularly in a special issue of the 
Daily published in late March.

him in September 1969. Most of the 
Daily staff quitin protest, going to 
Last Post or to community organ- 
izing. 
At this point, the de facto 
liberal-conservative coalition split 
on the issue of who should be editor 
for the rest of the year. The liberals 
backed. Charles Krauthammer, 
who defeated the interim Council 
appointee and darling of the 
conservatives, Chris Portner. 
Since neither Krauthammer nor 
the new Daily staff had any 
journalistic experience, the Daily 
sank into a state of mediocrity, 
from which it did not begin to

Free Press, was confirmed by 
Council, just as the 1970 staff 
choice, Joey Treiger, had been 
confirmed. ; 

Complaints again 

Under Sorell:the Daily tried to 
inform students extensively on 
Quebec and on the labour move- 
ment, while resentful conserva- 
tives complained that the Daily did 
not devote enough space to 
“campus events”. 

For two years, many of the 
same people had been complaining 
that the Daily was too “bland” or 
too “boring”; now they found it too 


“political”. Those who complained 


could rarely put their finger on 
what campus events were being 
neglected, and as the Daily moved 
to increase its campus coverage, 
the same complaints persisted, 
even in weeks when nearly all of 
the news dealt with issues related 
directly to McGill. 

One “campus event” that the 
Sorell Daily certainly did not 
neglect was Students’ Council, 
whose antics under Richard Pom- 
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es, and Daily crises 


erantz, Allan Tanny, and David 
Rovins amused and outraged 
many students. The Daily urged 
students to attend Council meet- 
ings to see what was going on, and 
so much pressure built up that 
Pomerantz and Tanny resigned in 
mid-term. 

The new president, Gabor Zin- 
ner, who won the _ by-election, 
resolved that he would not go the 
way of Pomerantz and tried to 
ensure that the next year's Daily 
+ would be neither independent nor 
critical. He conspired with some 
Council members to reject the 
Daily staff's unanimous choice for 
editor, Nesar Ahmad, and to 
appoint someone more amenable. 

But Zinner was unable to find 
any member of the Daily staff, or 
any respected critic of the Daily,

Zinner, who could still have 


. attempted delaying tactics, cared 


more about his image than about 
naked power. He obeyed the will 
of the students and established a 
de facto truce with the Daily for 
the rest of his term of office. 


The great Daily crisis of March: 


1972 was still fresh in the minds of 
the councillors a year later. 
Council still maintained that it had 
the right to decide who should be 
editor, but again there was no 


credible alternative to the Daily: 


staff choice, Joan Mandell. 

The one opponent who did step 
forward made such a fool of 
himself that even the most anti- 
Daily councillors felt unable to 
support him. But the new, ultra- 
conservative executive bided its 
time, waiting for a chance to 
destroy the Daily in some other 
way. | 

When the Daily resumed pub- 
lication in September, the exec- 


utive was immediately vulnerable. 
Its members had granted them- 
selves honorariums. They had 
ignored the will of the students, as 
expressed in an open meeting, by 
changing the terms of the alloc- 
ation to the McGill Day Care Co-op 
and then withholding the funds. 

They closed down Radio McGill 
until protests and possibilities of 
lawsuits forced them to back 
down. They drew up a new 
constitution, which if passed, 
would curtail the power of stu- 
dents to make decisions through 
open meetings, and which would 
concentrate all power in the hands 
of the executive. | 

The Daily attacked them on 
these points, and the attacks hurt. 
By cutting the Daily's budget, the 
executive retaliated. The students 
mobilized. A petition was circulat- 
ed and picked up wide support...

Neither Zinner nor those coun- 
cillors who opposed Ahmad purely 
because of his anti-Zionist opinions 
thought Denton would make a 
good editor, but they were deter- 
mined to reject Ahmad. 

Council, however, was divided 
‘on the issue, and at a Council 
meeting attended by nearly 200 
students, Zinner and his support- 
ers had to break Council rules to 
impose their will, 

“But the outraged students who 
had attended the meeting immedi- 
ately. formed the Independent 
Students for a Free Daily, and 
mobilized massive opposition to 
Council's. move. Zinner found 
- himself assailed on all fronts, as 
the Judicial Committee ruled his 
procedure illegal, while 3,000 
students signed a petition de- 
manding that he revoke the 
Council decision, confirm the Daily 
staff's choice, and abolish a 
“contract” that would give Council 
effective editorial control of the 
Daily. A Free Daily published for 
two weeks, financed by ASUS, 
and 1,500 students crowded into 
the Union ballroom for an open 
meeting to carry out the terms of 
the petition. |

Production of the Daily will be 
severely restricted if the present 
budget offered by Students’ Coun- 
cil is upheld, Daily editor Joan 
Mandell said last night, 

Speaking before a group. of 
students at McConnell residence, 
Mandell said the results of next 
week’s open meeting will deter- 
mine the future of the Daily at 
McGill. Mandell urged all students 
to show their support for a daily 
newspaper of the highest possible 
standard at McGill by attending 
the open meeting Wednesday. 

At that meeting, students will 
be asked to demand that Students’ 
Council grant the Daily its full 
budget of about $44,000 so that it 


can provide the same level of news. 


coverage in the future as it has in 
the past. 

Mandell told the residents that 
“recent attempts by some mem- 
bers of Council to reach a 
compromise over this matter have 
come after increased pressure by 
the student body.” 

More than 1,500 signatures 
were obtained during the Daily's 
three-day petition drive. But 
Mandell emphasized that “Coun- 
cil's latest offer of about $28,000 is 
still unrealistic in view of the 
Daily's production costs and 
therefore totally unacceptable.” 

The budget gives almost $13,000 
less for printing than what the 
Daily requested. Mandell said the 
reduced printing subsidy would 
force the Daily to reduce its 
number of issues of its present 
ratio for ads to copy. 

Mandell said “there seem to be 
two main motives behind Council 


members’ actions—both are pol- 


itical. Some councillors want to. 


use the Daily as a tool for 
decentralizing the Students” So- 


‘ciety. On the other hand, some 


councillors merely dislike the 
contents of the Daily and hope to 
silence it by cutting its funds.” 

Mandell said many of the 
councillors’ criticisms of the 
Daily's content were unfounded. 
“We are trying to produce what a 
student newspaper should be. 
That is, one that covers as many 
campus events as possible and one 
that features articles on events 
taking place in society as a whole. 
We also try to encourage as much 
debate as possible within the 
pages of the Daily.” 

One member of the audience 
suggested that if a school of 
journalism were started at McGill, 
the Daily would perhaps be a 
better. newspaper. In response, 
the Daily editor said that just the 
opposite would be true. She said 
the Daily is a completely open 
paper, and it encourages all 
students, from every faculty to 
work on it. “Universities that have 
schools of journalism often have 
newspapers made up entirely of 
rising professional journalists. 
This greatly*restricts a papers 
perspective.” | 

Mandell said certain factions on 
Students’ Council should not be 
allowed to use the Daily budget as 
a political weapon. She suggested 
that a publications board be set up 
to take over Council s function of 
overseeing the Daily to avoid the 
perennial Daily crises. 

“But first,” she said, “the Daily 
budget must be passed.”

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Women radicalizing, says Young Socialist

Women are now beginning. to’ 
grasp the extent of their. oppres- 
sion and are finding that the 
serious complaints they have aren't 
personal, but are widespread and 
universal, the editor of the Trots- 
kyist Young Socialist newspaper 
. said yesterday. | 

Linda Meissenheimer, former 
president of the Students’ Council 
at Simon Fraser University, said 
that Marxist analysis sees women 
oppressed as'a sex and rejects the 
view that oppression of women is 
based on biological inferiority. The 
position of women has socialorigins, 
she added. . 3 


Anthropologists, have provedthat 
women haven't always been se- 
cond-class citizens, Meissenheimer 
told her McGill audience. Womenin 
primitive societies were highly 
esteemed and served fundament- 
ally different functions. They 
formed a collective labour com- 
munal and contributed to society as 
a whole. 

She emphasized the rise of the 
patriarchal two-member family 
unit as a crucial concept in 
understanding the oppression of 
women. Messenheimer said that 
the transition from matriarchal to 
patriarchal society along with the 
development of a class society saw 


women relegated to the environs of 
the home, 

“Women areina very vulnerable 
position. They are dependent on 
husbands for economic reasons and 
for a sense of identity and 
self-worth. But women also have a 
strong basis for unity — they are all 
oppressed in one way or another,” 
It is on this basis that women 
should be brought into revolution- 
ary action, she said, 

She concluded that “the 
maintenance of the patriarchal 
family is necessary to maintain 
capitalist society. It-is the basic 
form of social organization today 
and plays a stablilizing, self-per- 


petuating role in society. Based on 
the nature of class society and the 
vested interests it serves, it is not 
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can solve the problem of women’s 
liberation. Society must be com- 
pletely changed in order to free 
women from oppression.”
